Professor Barfl', after referring to la- 
bours extending over some years, stated 
that ho turned his attpn.tioii to the em- 
ployment ..of boracic acid, which was al- 
ready known to haviv nntisoptic <[ualitlcs, 
ilifficult, however, nf. jtppljuittiini,! owing 
to its insolubility in water. My. heating 
boracic acid with glycerine a siibstitu- 

X. lion product was obtained, in which gly- 

cerine united with boracic acid forniing,a 
glycerine analogous in composition to na- 
tural fats. This substance forms a gla- 
cial mass, soluble in water, and having 
powerful antiseptic (pialities. The- meth- 
od of preparation was as follows : — Olycer- 
ino .wxs heated to a lii^h temperature and 
boracic acid was added as long as it dis- 
solved, the proportions being 92 parts of 
glycerine to G2 of boracic acid. When 
this was allowed to get cold, a white cry- 
stalline compound formed, which disap- 
peared on further heating. Water was 
evolved during the whole of the opera- 
tion, and at last when steam ceased to be 
given oil", the mass set into a hard, ice 
like substance, and it was found to have 
lost in weight exactly 54 parts, which cor- 
responds to tho weight of threo molecules 
of water. Thus it appeared that all the 
dydroxles in the glycerine had united, with 
the three atoms of hydrogen in tho hy- 
drated boracic acid, and that the BO 3, 
that is anhydrous boric acid, had taken 
their place, forming V 3 11 5 BO 3, which 
is (as has already been stated) analogous 
in its composition to a natural fat, BO 

* taking tho place of the fatty acid. Tho 

^. innocuousness of tho compound had been 

proved by the fact that milk treated with 
it had been used at a collogo near Lon- 
don, containing ."00 persons, during the 
whole of the summer months last year 
without anyone suspecting tho presence 
of anything unusual . Tho milk kept per- 
fectly sweet during the whole of that per- 
iod. A lady had taken cream prepared 
with it every morning for a year and a 
half. The boro-glyceride, which is tho 
new preservative, is mixed with about tiO 
times its own weight of water. The ori- 
ginal cost is small, and thus the diluted 
mixture sold in commerce can be produc- 
ed at leBS than Is. per gallon. A gallon 
thus sold will presorvo as much meat as 
can bo surrounded by it in any contain- 
ing vessel. , It can be used by untrained 
persons, and the samo liquid may be em- 
ployed over and over again. Tho practi 
cal success of the system was manifested 
by a number of specimens treated at home 
and others sent from Jamaica, all of which 
were in a perfectly fresh condition and 
retained their natural distinctive flavors. 
Among the specimens received within 
the last week from Jamaica were fresh 
turtle, oysters, and fresh pigeons, all of 
which were cooked and tasted by the au- 
dience. Professor Barfl' suggested vari- 
ous methods by which different kinds of 
' food could bo cheaply and effectively pre 
served in this country for longer or shor- 
ter periods. As instance, he exhibited 
eggs, oysters, lobsters, lis] i of various 
kinds, which had been preserved for near- 
ly threo months. Those were tasted and 
pronounced to bo perfect in freshness 
and flavor. He also explained [how this : 
preservative compound could be used tor 
the temporary or permanent preservation 
of food in public institutions and private I 

t. houses, iiow meals in the dry state could 

J bo imported at- small cost from South 

America and Australia, and would serve | 
for the cheap production of Soups and pot. 
ted meats. Specimens of mutton sent 
from Falkland Islands in August last were 
exhibited, both raw and cookod. Profes- 
sor Barff also read extracts of letters from 
Jamaica, who had received from him 
cream and other articles in a fresh condi- 
tion, and a lettor from Zanzibar in which 
the opinion of Dr. Steere, the Bishop of 
the American Missions, was given as to 
tho perfect' condition in whichjhc received 
some Dcvonshiro cream. Samples of 
meat were also .shown which had been pre- 
served for threo months in open vessels. 
They were first exhibited in the raw state 
in which they appeared satisfactory, and 
their taste when cooked was also tested 
by actual experience.

The GliicAgo-Ti//ff>' Washington spe- 
cial says': "Simon Wolf, consul of the 
United Stafea to Egypt, is in the city-. 
He gays lie docs not think the coiuli 
tion of Egypt is as unsottled as has been 
reported in Cairo aftaj Alexandria. 
Many rumors arb'.constantly being cir- 
culated about the "foreign population 
and (used l>y correspondents without 
careful investigation, often for tho-pur- 
pose of effecting ' eastern ' curioty. - He 
says the common people are happier 
and more prosperous than they have 
been for generations. Their Burdens 
are lightor and they aro less oppressed. 
This condition is owing to England's 
.influence in the financial matters of 
Egypt, Speaking of the cause of differ- 
ence between Arabi Pasha and the 
IChedive, he said Arabi Pasha is the 
head of the national party whose slog 
an is "Egypt for the , Egyptians." 
They desire all oflices to be filled with 
natives, that Egyptians, whilo bearing 
the burdens, should enjoy the honors 
and receive the emoluments of state. 
The Khedive is not opposed to this, but 
holds the people must bo educated up 
to such a condition of affairs. Arabi 
Pasha and the national party want a 
Republic. The Khedive sees they are 
not tit for such a government and will 
not be for a hundred years. 

The chamber of notables is a respect 
hide' body, but not in the souse that we 
or the English or other Europeans un- 
derstand. The representative body is 
composed of" men of different provinces 
appointed by the sheiks of villages, 
and is a great onward step in the prog- 
ress of civilisation. Arabi Pasha is a 
poet, philosopher, fanatic, educated and 
intellectual, with much force and many 
graces of character, but lacks physical 
courage, it is asserted. The Khedive 
is a highly educated man, fully alivo to 
the nicjuirenients of modern civilisation, 
has but one wife and no concubines, 
whilo his father, the famous Tsmael 
Pasha, had six or seven huudred. This 
fact illustrates his desire to keep 
abreast of the requirements of civilisa- 
tion. He baa been planting schools all 
through the country. The Khedive is 
sincerely devoted to the interest of his 
country, but is powerless. The army 
is with Arabi Pasha. My opinion is 
ihat foreign powers desire peace, pros- 
perity and independence, or practical 
independence of Egypt, so she can work 
out her destinies. In Egypt the east- 
ern question centres. Neither Germa- 
ny. France nor England will permit the 
other to seize the country, if such a 
thought was had. 



A HEARTLESS IK) AX. 

Ureal; excitement was caused at 
Washington on the night of the Kith 
mat, by a report that Queen Vicooria 
had been assassinated, and the tidings 
having become known on the floors 
caused a lively stampede of Congress- 
men in search of particulars. The 
Htate Department was asked for in- 
formation, and a reply was received 
.stating that such a story was rife in 
the department, but nothing corrobo- 
rative had been received. Inquiry at 
the English . Legation showed that 
Minister West had also heard tho 
startling intelligence, and had at once 
telegraphed to England for particu 
lara He had not, however, any of- 
Gcial notification of such a deplorable 
event, and was inclined to treat the 
matter as a sorry hoax. The mention 
of such calamity showed how strong a 
feeling of respect and veneration ex- 
ists at the capital for Queen Victoria, 
and frequent encomiums were passed 
to-day, when it was thought she had 
been foully murdered, for the noble 
traits exhibited by her when President 
Garfield was assassinated. Every one 
deplored such a sudden end for one so 
famous in the world's history, and the 
corridors of the capitol wero crowded 
by excited throngs eager to learn all 
details of the crime, if one had been 
committed. The above is the sub- 
stance of a dispatch which was brought 
by tho George E. Starr yesterday, and 
later in the day The Colonist received 
a telegram pronouncing the report a 
wicked hoax. The originator of 
the rumor will probably never 
be discovered. It is reports such 
as this that tend to unsettlo the public 
mind in England as well as America, 
and in the existing state of affairs men 
are apt to accept every exciting rumor 
as the truth. We feel glad to announce 
that there is no truth in the report, 
and that in all probability Her Ma- 
jestv will be spared "long to reign over 
us.""

TEE ASSASSINATIONS. 

Tho Irish police are still groping in 
the dark. Every clue thus far obtained 
has led to nothing, and tho veil that 
hides the. perpetrators of the frightful 
murders in Phoenix park thirteen days 
ago is still unlifted. Tho murders 
wero commuted in broad daylight, 
almost in sight of a largo number of 
persons. The assassins wore seen by a 
score of Vaen and women ; the horse, 
car, driver and murderers have been do- 
scribed, and yet the police are battled. 
In spite of tho delay we cannot but 
think that the wretches will yet be 
caught, and that the rope which is des- 
tined to hug them to death is already 
spun. •

THE CHINESE INFLT72., 
Mutlur of Small Pos-2?atieat3. 



Sax Fn.iKOj.seo, May !ti. - It is report- 
ed twelve steamers have already been on- 
gaged at Calcutta by steamship agents in 
Hongkong for the purpose of landing cot>^ 
lies on this coast before the new Chinese 
restriction law goes into effect. Several 
steamers havo also been engaged in Cab 
lao, and 20 or ;!0 .steamers are expected 
within tho coming mouth. .In response 
to a telegram Macondray it Co. of thL» 
city have received -a dispatch from Now 
York 'refusing to. loan iho l'acilic Mail 
Company's hulk Wilmington for storing 
tho quarantined Chinese at present on 
board tho Drjtish steamer' Altonower. 
Tho tirni will now endeavor, through Sen- 
ator Miller, to secure, tor the purpose one 
uf tho government vessels at present ly- 
ing at Maro Island navy yard. The au- 
thorities telegraphed Saturday that they 
had no suitable craft. 

Nows is just received at the coronor's 
oflice from Macondray & Co.. consignees 
of the staainor Altonower, now lying in 
quarantine with Chinese passengers, that 
a bargo containing oG Chinamen taken 
with small pox, destined for tho pest 
house, -..wa.1 capsized and all, drowned. 

Another report is that only a portion 
of those on the barge wero drowned, and 
that a serious mutiny had broken out 
among 800 Chinese remaining on the 
steamer. Nothing definite is yot ascer- 
tained. 

Later. — Nothing definite is yet obtain- 
able regarding tho Altonower affair. At 
the health office it is stated that two boats 
were in tow of the launch. One of them 
capsized, and about 20 lives were lost. 
Another report brings the loss down to 
about six or seven. Tho chief of police 
has sent a squad of officers to the ship to 
assist in maintaining order. His informa- 
tion is that tho Chinese, excited by the 
loss of their countrymen, refuse to longer 
submit to any discipline, but no report of 
dangerous violonco is yet received. 

Further reports from steamer Alton- 
ower show that all the Chinese upset in 
tho bargo wero saved, with ono exception, 
and taken to the pest house. Those ; re- 
maining on board assaulted fho ship's 
doctor, who took rcfugo below. Tho Chi- 
neso. had control of tho ship for a while, 
but arrival of the quarantine and demon- 
stration by harbor police restored compar- 
ative order, though tho coolies are still in 
bad humor, and refuse to allow doctors to 
go among thorn to look for infected per- 
sons. 

San Francisco. May 17.— Ceo. Hearst 
publishes a card in the Examiner this 
morning formally announcing himself as 
a candidate for Governor on tho Dem- 
ocratic ticket. He intimates that tho 
overshadowing issue will bo the Chinese 
question, on which his position is pro- 
nounced. 

The suspension of T. L. Lrutuv, mem- 
ber of tho big Board, was announced at 
11 o'clock to-day. 

At Orlaud, Colusa county, this moruintr 
tho houso of Brigga Flack was burned. 
Miss Rice, aged 1'2 years, sister of Mrs. 
Flack, died in the flames, and Mrs. Rice 
and child were probably fatally burned. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Sr. Paul, May 10. — The bodies of C. 
SV. Young, auditor of tho Chicago, St. 
Paul and Omaha road, Irving Moore and 
J. I». Gossick, drowned in \Vhlte Bear 
lake Sunday, were recovered to-day. 
The boat appears to have been sunk 
standing, entangling the men in the sails 
and carrying them down. 

Minneapolis, May 1C. — A number of 
students of the State university were out 
on a spree last night, and being pursued 
by some of the faculty, who proposed to 
capture and discipline them, started to 
run. Ono named Asa Paine was pur- 
sued by Profs. Mooro and Pike, and 
finding that ho was likely to be caught, 
turned and displayed a revolver, where- 
upon Prof. Pike drew a pistol and fired, 
tho shot taking effect in Paino's thigh. 
The wound is not serious, but there is a 
good deal of excitement. There is a bad 
feeling between the faculty and students 
of long standing, the latter, having been 
very aggressive. No arrests have been 
made. 

New York, May 10.— It is stated here 
that the U. S. marshal and four deputies 
have gone down the bay in a revenue 
cuttor to nioct the steamship Scythia, on 
board of which vessel it fs suspected are 
'two of tho party concerned in assassina- 
tions in Dublin. The story is that at 
Liverpool the police ascertained that four 
men, two of whom answered very closely 
the descriptions, had taken passage on 
board the Scythia, which sailed two days 
after tho murders wore committed. Lon- 
don officials at once communicated with 
Washington authorities, uskmg.the arrest 
and extradition of the fugitives immedi- 
ately upon landing, and that in compli- 
ance with this request the marshals have 
boon sont to meet the Scythia. 

Newport, (R. I,) May 17. Moses A. 
Grenncll, aged 80 years, has been found 
guilty of the murder of Ohas. If Thomas, 
'Nov. 29th, 1880. 

New Youk, May 1C— The Telegram 
has the following special from Laredo, 
Texas: Information has just been re- 
ceived bore that a railroad mob has taken 
forcible possession of the railroad at Crit- 
tenden, New Mexico, tho cause of the 
riot being tho presence of a number of 
Chinese- laborers. They drove all the 
Chinese from the camp and then seizing 
Scott, superintendent of construction, 
hung him "to a telegraph polo until he 
promised to hire no more Chinamen. 

Chicago, May It). — The remains of ex- 
Governor C. C. Washburn arrived horc 
this ovening from Eureka Springs, Ar- 
kansas.
